Boyne awards bid 
to Seals and Roberts 


City commissioners awarded a 
contract Tuesday to Seals and Rob- 
erts Construction Company. The 
company was low bidder at 
$13,159.26 for putting the prefabri- 
cated airport terminal on founda- 
tions at Boyne City Airport. Also in- 
volved will be the terminal’s 
utilities. 

Three companies bid on the job, A 
fourth bid was also submitted but 
parts of it were either missing or not 
dealt with, Although it was the low- 
ast bid ($11,454), because of the om- 
issions, the commissioners discard- 
ed it. 

The airport building will be 
trucked here in four parts at the end 
of next week, city manager Randy 
Frykberg said. The terminal will be 
ready for use within 60 days from 
then. 

Financing of the project is to be 
through a Michigan Aeronautics 
Commission low cost loan of $2,250 
and a grant from the state of 
$25,000. 

Frykberg said the city engineer's 
estimate for local construction work 
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was $16,704, about half way be- 
tween the high and low bids. 

At their Tuesday noon meeting, 
commissioners also approved the 
submission of final application 
papers for a grant for Peninsula 
Beach construction, having garner- 
ed required approval from the Dep- 
artment of Natural Resources. The 
grant of $215,000 is for half of the 
total cost of making a landscaped 
peninsula on the new city beach to 
protect swimmers from boaters as 
well as to protect the beach from 
wave erosion. 


The remainder of the cost will be 
covered through an ‘“‘innovative 
private public sector’’ contribution 
said Frykberg. This will include 
land, dredging, and labor. The 
estimate of actual cash demand on 
the city, he said, would be under 
$60,000. 


The pre-application for grant 


funds for the $430,000 project has 
already been submitted to National 
Parks Service, Department of the 
Interior.

and revenue sharing, and 36.3 per- 
cent from taxes, each item within a 
point up or down from last year. 

The big items in expenditure were 
general government (buildings, 
salaries, etc.), down 347,000 to 
$409,294 (22.5 percent); public 
safety, $372,949, up $86,000 be- 
cause of the new fire truck; and 
streets, $419,470, up $177,000 from 
last year. 

Water and sewer costs were also 
higher, $403,317 this year; $390,940 
last year. 

All other items each took less than 
10 percent from the budget. 

Treasurer Edith Beck recom- 
mended transfer of debt retirement 
funds from Sewage Disposal bonds 
to City Hall bonds. The sewage 
bonds had been paid in full by April 


15, The remaining funds of $61,746 
plus interest in the amount of 
$61,745 could go to the City Hall 
General Obligation fund account ‘‘to 
help defray future costs of the bond 
issue,’’ she said. 

The commission approved the 
transfer. 

The sewer bonding of $320,000 
was required in 1954 to build the 
sewage treatment plant. 

The city hall bonding payments 
showed a deficit last year of $9,082. 
The transfer will cover that and also 
go toward paying off the bonds, 
although Frykberg said complete 
payment is still in the future. He 
stressed that the transfer will also 
allow for a lower millage covering 
the debt retirement in future 
years.”

The ACE (Antrim, Charlevoix, 
and Emmet Counties) Nutrition 
Project, of which Charlevoix County 
is a member, has put into effect a 
new suggested donation schedule 
for their meal sites. This schedule is 
abased on the annual household in- 
come. No one will be denied a meal, 
if unable to contribute to this scale. 
$6,000 or less, 60 cents; $6,000- 
$10,000, $1; $10,000-$15,000, $1.50; 
$15,000-820,000, $2; under age 60, 
$2.26. 

A certain percentage of the nutri- 
tion project must be raised through 
donation, or county government as- 
sistance. For the current fiscal year 
(83-84) this amount is $32,207, of 
which the county contributes $2,916. 

At the present time the project 
income for meal donations $16,854 
(at the end of July). It should have 
raised $24,409. This does make the 
project short of 87,550. 

At the present suggested dona- 
tion of 60 cents it is making it only 10 
cents more than when the program 
began in 1974.

The builder was nailing down the 
shingles, holding a row of nails by 
their heads between his first and 
second fingers. One by one he 
slipped them down and three 
pounds of the hammer put each in 
place. 

The ways people do things tell 
stories. 

When I first went to the movies 
and watched how the camera dwelt 
on the women putting on her coat 
and getting into a car, or the man 
stirring about the kitchen to fix 
himself a cup of coffee, I could 
understand that their gestures were 
significant even while they did 
everyday things. There was an edge 
of drama in them. 

I'd think about that when I’d put 
on my own coat or do the dishes. 
But, no drama then! Drama 
disappears, I found, when the looker 
is what is looked at. 

Still, the drama of gesture, is of 


endless interest. Look at what cig- 
arette advertisers have done with 
the tough, the sophisticated, the 
languid, or the tense ways of 
holding a cigarette. 

Look how psychologists have 
analyzed the smallest gestures for 
their tell-tale meanings: the crossed 
arms, the side-slipping glance, the 
tapping foot. 

And then, how we enjoy the 
movements of animals: of a water- 
borne swan, or the hunched-around 
glare of a cat, or the stretched-up 
alertness of a rooster, about to crow. 

I don’t know how city people man- 
age with only the gestures of 
pigeons or of other people to 
observe. 

The last evening I had a visitor 
whose gestures struck me as pure 
comedy. Katy didn’t mean to be 
funny. In fact she was the epitome of 
solemnity, slowly moving about the 
room with stately steps. I thought 
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a enemas 


she might be about to give forth on 
some serious matter. 

T prodded her. ‘‘What’s on your 
mind?"’ I asked. 

“Katy did,’’ she answered, her 
green face unsmiling. 


Not to be bewildering —the visitor 
was a 14-inch insect called a katy- 
did, and her pacing was along the 
wall. Her long green legs made each 
step something of an event. 


I know people dislike bugs, and I 
can be as cross a8 the next about 
flies. But, I think that, contrary to 
familiarity’s breeding contempt, be- 
coming acquainted with insect life 
makes for a degree of fascination. 


And not that the katydid actually 
chose to be solemn, but her gestures 
represented a style, an idea, even 
though they are said to be biologi- 
cally determined. 


I took her outside, and tonight I 
think I recognize her voice once in a 
while in the night, through the jazz 
racket of crickets and other insects. 


I smile because I'm reminded of 
her most endearing gesture. It was 
when she had walked out on an 
electric cord, strung overhead, and 
then decided to turn and go back. 
This involved bringing six long 
green legs into a fulcrum-like grip— 
slowly, slowly moving to a crosswire 
position, rocking just perceptibly 
off-balance like an elderly judge on 
top of a astepladder, and finally 
making the 180 degree turn to tight- 
rope-walk back to the wall. 


Out in the country there are a lot 
of miniature gestures like this—a 
squirrel trembling with anger, a 
grouse thumping his feathers. I'd 
hate to leave bugs out. They have 
eome momentary drama, too.
